• A Tamil boy. aged 14, has for some 
time past been astonishing the inhabi¬ 
tants of India and t'ochln China by hie 
wonderful calculating feats, and has 
now submitted to a test at the handa 
of the Ceylon branch of the Royal Asi¬ 
atic Society at Colombo. He known 
little English except the dames of the 
numerals and mathematical expres¬ 
sions. He Is abnormal not only In 
mind but also In body, for he has six 
Angara on each hand an<*. six toes on 
each foot. Ilia own accrunt of him¬ 
self la that hhi wonderful powers are 
the direct gift of the k<hJ Mubramana, 
and he says that when he was eight 
years old he ./aa taken to the Karthl- 
gay festival at Tlruparankundram and 
that In the night he drramed that the 
god came to him and wrote the word 
"mathematics" on his tongue and that 
In the morning he had 12 Angers an<#^ 
IS toss Instead of the aforetime It. At 
the same time he found himself pos¬ 
sessed suddenly of great calculating 
powers. 

There can be no question aa to the 
power he poeeesees, which la verified 
by both Indians and Europeans of re¬ 
pute. He Is prepared to work any 
arithmetical problem, mentally, and up 
to the present time no problem, how¬ 
ever difficult, has taken Mm longer 
than five seconds to work out. 

Among Some of the testa given him 
at two recent public demonstrations, 
all of which are answered correctly, 
were the square root of tf>3,77t, the 
answer to which—124—was given in 
an Instant: the cube root of 274.428—■ 
45—which was given Just as quickly. 
When msked the product of 974 and 7i 
he immediately replied 77,104. He was 
then asked th* result of M2.347 multi¬ 
plied by til. and In about two seconds 
came the answer. 224,022,171. In the 
case of one sum set him, the examiner 
had the wrong answer set down In 
writing, but the correct answer was 
given by the boy. Problems In com¬ 
pound Interest, discount, exchange, and 
other arithmetical rules were set him, 
but he answered all teats correctly, 
using only mental calculations, and In 
considerably less time than the prob¬ 
lems could have been worked out on 
paper.

"Observer" ought to know, if 
hr does not. that some of the spray* 
poison the soil, rendering It Infertile. 

Last year, near Mount Tolmie. I saw 
the government gasoline spraying out¬ 
fit working on an orchard. Up to now 
I have not seen the slightest good. 
They only wasted the rancher’s money. 

I told a large fruit grower, who was a 
believer In spraying, where the gaso¬ 
line outfit was. and Bn Id he should get 
lit.
